A treasury
offiaial states that all the marks and writ-
ing on the package, which was returned
a3 being empty of bank notes, were cor-
rect, and the latter were in the writings
of the clerk who addressed it and last
hed it in his hand when it left the Treas-
ary department. The bank has made a
clam on the express company aud it is
understood that the express company
now falls back on the Treasury depart-
ment.
